WASHINGTON, ,— Gone are the 
days when hard-bitten sourdoughs 
and. prospectors in canoes carry 
North, America’s hopes for the ‘dis- 
covery of new minerals and oil. 

_ Mules, canoes and dog teams have 
been’put out of business by the air- 
yplane and a brand-new gadget called 
‘the airborne magnetometer which can 
cover more ground in a day than a 
prospector on foot could in months. 
What’s more, ‘the aerial prospectors 
can probe for hidden oil and minerals 
far beneath the earth’s surface with 
great accuracy. 

The story of the airborne magneto- 
meter is a twentieth century saga 
combining science and adventure with 
such things as ‘head-hunters, enemy 
submarines and the world’s. most 
dangerous fiying thrown in. 

The magnetometer, almost identi- 
cal in size and shape with an ordi- 
nary cigarette, is really an extreme- 
ly sensitive magnet, Developed as an 
anti-submarine weapon during World 
War II, it sent many a German 
U-boat to Dawy Jones’ locker, but it 
has proved even more successful as 
a sky-borne prospector for oil, iron, 
tin, gold and other minerals. 

The airborne magnetometer looks 
like a bomb—the sensitive portion 
has to be housed in a plywood con, 
tainer to protect it—and the gadget 
is trailed by a line about 75 feet un- 
der the airplane as it flies over the 


Whenever ‘the magnet passes over 


mineral-bearing rock, it registers on| - 


a chart, from which the exact loca- 
tion of the deposit can be found. The 
big advantage prospecting by air has 
is that mountains, lakes and other 
barriers can easily be overcome. 

For example, 85,000 square miles 
of ocean: floor between Florida and 
the Bahamas was recently prospect- 
ed for oil with the use of the: “bird”. 
It cost five oil companies cool mil- 
lion dollars to conduct the survey. 

By the. use of the. ultra-sensitive 
magnet, minerals like ‘iron and gold 
can be definitely located. Prospect- 
ing for oil is.not quite as certain, 
but the magnet can reveal promising 
formations and, equally important, 
can show where it would be impos- 
sible for oil to be. 

The airhorne magnetometer has 
been in use since 1943. It was de- 
veloped by the Gulf Oil company at 
the’.cost of millions of dollars and 
turned over to the navy as an anti- 
submarine weapon when World War 
II came along. ‘ 

‘It played a big role in Keeping the 
Mediterranean sea an Allied: lake in 
World War If. Prior to its use, Ger- 
man ‘submarines had an effective

They simply turned off their mo- 
tors and drifted through with the 
tide. Since our only anti-submarine 
weapons at that time depended on 
sound waves. from the sub’s motors 
to locate it, we had no_effective way 
of stopping the enemy U-boats. 


Then came the airborne magneto- 


meter.’ Our scout planes would fly 
low above the water, trail the “bird” 
behind; and any large body.of metal 


in the water could be located. When | 


the “bird” passed over the metal of 
the U-boat, it would send up a sig- 
nal, The plane would promptly re- 
lease a depth charge. 

The magnetometer is an instru- 
ment of many talents. 

An interesting example of its use 
was. the locating of many steél struc- 
tural forms lost in Chesapeake bay 
x the U.S. east coast during a hur- 
ricane. One of the largest bridges 
in the world now spans the bay, but 
in November of 1950 a storm sank 
a barge loatied with the highly-ex- 

ensive, epecially mode steel forms 
or the bridge. nr 

It would have taken. months to 
replace them, and because of the de-

mands of war, steel was_ precious. 
The airborne magnetometer located 
the sunken barge and divers promipt- 
ly: raised the precious trusses. 

Aerial magnetometer flying is the 
most precise and ‘hazardous in the 
world, The plane must be flown per- 
fectly straight despite crosswinds, 
and it must go low (500. feet) and 
slow (145 m.p.h.). 


“Magnetometer pilot Frank McWil- 
liams, who has flown his_ special 
DC-3 on four continents prospecting 
for minerals, sometimes passing over 
head-hunter territory and flushing up 
herds of wild elephants and similar 
critters puts it this way: 


“It’s really dangerous, Take a sur- 
vey we recently did near Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, looking for a lost 
vein of gold... We had to fly at a con- 
stant 6500-foot altitude. We were 
crossing high mountains and deep 
valleys. Sometimes we'd fly 3,000 feet 
straight up to get over a mountain 
and then we'd dive 3,000 feet straight 
down on the other side of it. All. the 
Tenis “WENA tor ny “pertectiy stragent 
and a constant 500 feet above the 
ground.” aan

Lion's Gate 
Are Good

Anyone want any, “Lion’s Gate 
Pancakes?” 

These are described. as a distinc- 
tive dish of British Columbia in a 
cross-country book of recipes publish- 
ed by the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, é 

The recipe:. Two cups sifted pastry 
flour; one-half teaspoon salt; four 
jteaspoons baking-powder; two eggs; 
1% cups milk; three tablespoons 


Sift dry ingredients into bowl .and 
add beaten eggs, milk and melted 
shortening. Mix well and drop by 
spoonfuls onto a hot greased griddle. 
When bubbles appear, turn cakes and 
brown on other side. Serve imme- 
diately on hot plates. ' 


Serve with hot applesauce and 
whipped cream instead of the usual 
syrup. Sweeten the cream with 
brown sugar or ground-up maple 
sugar. Put hot applesauce and whip- 
ped cream into separate large bowls, 
sprinkle both with grated ‘nutmeg 
and let each person help himself. 

Yield: Four servings. 

Laurentian Soup 


From: Quebec where “the French 
Canadian cuisine is the result of a 
dozen generations of good cooks,” 
there comes a recipe for Laurentian 
family soup. 


Ingredients: One small cabbage; 
one carrot; one-half small turnip; 
two onions; four tablespoons butter 
or margarine; salt and pepper; two 
cloves; two quarts beef stock; one 
tablespoon ‘chopped “parsley; French 
bread; grated cheese. 


Method: Wash cabbage, peel’ car- 
ret, turnip and. onions; cut in small 
cubes. Melt the butter in saucepan 
and add the vegetables,. stir. Season 
with salt and pepper and add cloves. 
Cover and cook slowly for 20 min- 
utes. Add the stock and simmer for 
30 minutes, Add parsley and a little 
grated nutmeg. Brown thin slices of 
French bread. Sprinkle with cheese. 
Place on top of each serving of soup 
or put in bowls, then fill bowls with 
soup, 

Yield: 8 to 10 servings. 

Recipe Rhyme 

The St. Thomas Times-Journal re- 
cently published several rhyming 
recipes printed for housewives of 100 
years ago.

Chicken For Stew 


This is the time of the. year when 
plump fat hens are chosen from the 
summer flock and sent to market ih 
quantities for the sole purpose of 
going into the stewing pot or your 
own special chicken pot pie. _ 

Stewing chickens need long, slow 
cooking in water below the boiling 
point or by steaming. A large sizé 
bird -will. probably need 3 to 4 hours 
of simmering to tenderize. — 
meat will be juicier if the bird is al- 
lowed to stand in the broth to cool 
after cooking. 

But cooling should be limited to 
an hour because warm chicken broth

New York State 
Adopting New Car 
Insurance Rates 


New York state has announced 
adoption of a “demerit” rating plan 
in setting automobile insurance pre- 
miums, 

Rates generally will be substantial. 
ly increased although the rise is not 
as great‘as had been expected. But 
after November 1 the driver who has 
been involved in one accident caus- 
ing bodily harm or two. accidents 
causing property damage, in 18 
months, will pay 10 per cent. more 
than the careful driver, while the 
driver who is involved in over two 
accidents in. 18 months will pay 20 
per cent, more. . 


The New York increases range 
from 4.6 per cent, to 50.2° per cent, 
according to area, driving record, 
etc, - 

The New York rate revision is de- 
scribed as part of a nationwide ef- 
fort in the United States to bring 
liability rates more closely in line 
with the mounting accident fre- 


tling claims due’ to inflation. Bodily 
injury claims. settled in 1951 cost 70 
per cent, more than in 1941, property 
damage claims were up 150 per cent. 
Canadian insurance interests. are 
understood to be studying a “demerit 
rating” system also and a probable 
upward revision in rates. ¢ The New 
York move accordingly is being 
watched. by.

The 


Transplanting 
Of Evergreen 
Seedlings In Fall 


Due to ‘circumstances ‘beyond his 
control the farmer is frequently un- 
able to plant, in the spring of the 
year, the evergreen seedlings that he 
receives from the Forest Nursery.

He is faced that year with 
the dilemma of either planting the 
properly heeled-in evergreens. in the 
fall; ‘storing them over winter; or 
leaving them heeled in, until the fol- 
lowing spring. , . 

Studies made at the Forest Nurs+ 
ery Station on the effect of fall 
transplanting on survival of Blue and 
White’ Spruces, and Scotch Pine, 
have indicated no great injurious ef- 
fect from fall transplanting of these 
evergreens as compared with spring 
planting.

Canada’s wheat harvest affects, as well, many 
thousands of people far removed from the Western prairies, Those who 
work for the railway companies, the elevator companies, and seamen on 
the freighters which carry the grain to other lands are among the many 
who benefit when a large crop and one of high quality is harvested in 
the West,

Saskatchewan, Canada's No. 2 
Oil Province, Potential Doubled 


CALGARY, Alta. — Saskatchewan, Canada's No. 2:oil prov- 
ince, has doubled its oil potential in recent months, to a current 
productive ability exceeding 8,000 barrels daily, and in recent 
weeks has boosted actual production for the first time to more 
than:5,000 barrels daily. ‘The. potential is expected to materially 
increase over the next few months; from evaluation. drilling. of 
recent discovery areas, and probably from new strikes. Actual 


‘ Lloydminster , heavy 


'. discovery oil well capable of produc- 


production will likely get its next large boost next- spring. 


The Saskatchewan picture .com- 
pares with current oil production of 
around 185,000 barrels daily in Al- 
berta, ‘and Alberta potential of 
around 280,000 barrels daily. In third 
place is Manitoba, with current pro- 
duction of some 600 barrels daily and 
poténtial exceeding 1,000. barrels. 
‘Manitoba output is expected to pass 
1,000 barrels daily in a few weeks, 
with completion -.of facilities for de- 
liveries to the Alberta-Great Lakes 
interprovincial pipeline. 

‘At the time of Alberta's Leduc 
discovery in February, 1947, Saskat- 
chewan was producing 620. barrels of 
crude daily. 
Conipared to Alberta’s 18,000® bar- 
rels daily. mainly from Turner Val- 
ley. During the spectacular climb 
of Alberta discoverfes, potential and 
production since 1947, Saskatchewan 
has also been moving ahead. Its 1947 
daily’ average was 1,479. barrels, in- 
creasing: to .2,342 barrels or in. 
1948, reaching 2,852 barrels dafly in 
1950, 3,422 barrels daily in 1951, and 
averaging 4,120 barrels daily during 
first half of 1952, . 

: The greatest Saskatchewan en- 
couragement has come this year. In 
the southwest corner of Saskatche- 
wan, 95 miles north of the American 
border, Socony-Vacuum Exploration 
Company has recently made four dis- 
coveries .on lands secured under 
farmout from. Western Prairie Ex- 
ploration Company and Southern 
Production Inc. These strikes are in 
_the Fosterton.- Cantuar-Midway-Suc- 
cess area, . ; : 

So far 14 Fosterton area -wells 
have been ‘completed with oil indi- 
cated. 
evaluation drilling., Indicated poten- 
tial is ovér 1,200, barrels daily ‘and 
should be substantially increased in 
coming months.’ Actual production 
is small, averaging around 150 bar- 
rels daily,.and no great increase, in 
output is likely for ‘some. months. 
Primary concern of Socony is evalu- 
ation of the area, There are good 
reasons ‘to expect that evaluation 
will justify in the next year or so 
construction of pipeline facilities for
